Rural  District  Councils,  and  of  the  Petworth  Rural 
District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  24th  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  three  districts  of  the  Combine,  together  with  an  account  of  the 
activities  of  each  Health  Department  for  the  year  1961.  The  report 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
No.  1/62. 

Early  in  1961  the  Minister  renewed  his  sanction  to  my  service  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Crawley  Urban  District,  the  period 
being  extended  to  March,  1963°  The  Crawley  Urban  District  Council 
has  recently  asked  that  the  present  scheme  should  continue  and  has 
made  application  to  the  Minister  for  a  further  extension  until  March, 

1963 . 


On  the  first  two  pages  of  each  section  of  the  report  will  be 
found  the  vital  statistics  for  the  individual  districts.  In  the 
Horsham  Urban  District  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  increased 
from  19*950  to  21,320;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  rose  from  15°3&  to 
15.9  and  the  corrected  Death  Rate  from  10.14  to  11.42.  Births 
exceeded  deaths  by  93°  In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  the  E.R.P. 
showed  a  rise  of  1,430  from  22,610  to  24,040;  the  corrected  Birth 
Rate  dropped  from  15° 76  to  14.55,  while  the  corrected  Death  Rate 
showed  no  material  change.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  102. 
In  the  Petworth  Rural  District  the  E.R.P.  dropped  by  80  to  9,690  and 
the  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  15° 88;  the  corrected  Death  Rate  again 
rose  to  10.06,  while  births  exceeded  deaths  by  10. 

I  would  like  to  offer  a  word  of  explanation  about  certain  of 
the  above  statistics.  It  will  be  seen  that  two  figures  are  given 
both  for  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate,  namely,  the  "Crude”  rate  for 
each  and  the  "Corrected”  rate.  It  is  not  possible  to  compare  death 
rates  for  example,  as  indices  of  health,  in  respect  of  any  two  dis¬ 
tricts,  unless  they  refer  to  the  same  type  of  population  as  regards 
age  and  sex,  since  the  various  age  groups  of  the  two  sexes  have 
different  mortality  risks.  A  good  example  can  be  found  in  West 
Sussex  if  comparison  be  made  between  figures  for  the  Borough  of 
Worthing  with  those  for  the  Urban  District  of  Crawley.  Whereas  in 
the  former  there  is  a  very  high  proportion  of  elderly  people  living 
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in  retirement,  in  the  latter  the  average  age  of  the  population  is 
much  lower  than  normal 0  For  this  reason  the  one  town  has  a  high 
Death  Rate  and  a  low  Birth  Rate,  while  in  the  other  the  position  is 
reversed. 

In  order  to  overcome  the  difficulties  and  to  make  comparison 
possible,  the  Registrar  General  calculates  an  "Area  Comparability 
Factor"  for  each  town  or  district 0  There  is  a  separate  compara¬ 
bility  factor  for  birth  and  death  rates «  The  rate  for  town  or 
district  is  calculated  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  the  usual  way 
and  then  multiplied  by  the  factor  provided  to  give  a  "standardised" 
rate. 


It  is  generally  recognised  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is 
the  mos.t  valuable  evidence  of  the  health  consciousness  of  any  commun¬ 
ity.  This  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  per  thousand  babies  born  in  that  year.  The  Neonatal  Mortality 
Rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  per  thousand 
babies  born.  The  two  indices  have  a  different  significance.  The 
Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  is  an  index  mainly  of  causes  in  operation 
before  birth,  such  as  the  health  of  the  mother,  deaths  during  preg¬ 
nancy,  accidents  at  birth,  congenital  malformations  etc.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate,  however,  takes  into  account  environmental  and  other 
conditions  which  may  prove  harmful  to  the  infant  in  its  first  year,  - 
including  bad  housing,  overcrowding,  defective  sanitation,  exposure 
to  infection,  parental  ignorance  or  neglect  and  difficulties  of 
feeding. 

In  order  to  see  the  present  national  figure  for  the  Infant  Mor¬ 
tality  Rate  of  21.4  in  its  proper  perspective,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  in  1900  the  comparable  figure  was  154;  -  by  1925  it  had  dropped 
to  75  and  by  1939  to  4o.  A  century  ago  it  stood  at  250;  -  in  other 
words,  one  out  of  every  four  children  born  at  that  time  failed  to 
reach  its  first  birthday 0 


Infectious  Diseases 

The  usual  tables  will  be  found  in  each  section  of  the  report, 
giving  details  of  notifications  during  the  year. 

Except  for  a  very  considerable  rise  in  the  number  of  Measles 
notifications,  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  was  exceptionally 
low  during  1961.  Only  six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in 
the  three  districts  as  compared  with  34  in  i960.  One  single  case 
of  Dysentery  (Sonne)  occurred  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District,  but  none 
were  reported  in  the  Horsham  Rural  or  Petworth  Rural  Districts.  This 
compares  with  the  total  of  103  in  the  Horsham  area  during  the  previous 
year. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  Measles,  although  endemic  in  Urban 
populations,  normally  reaches  epidemic  prevalence  each  second  yearo 
Thus  the  total  figure  for  the  area  of  the  Combine  was  1,090  during 
1961,  as  against  83  in  I960.  The  total  notifications  for  England 
and  Wales  during  the  year  reached  a  record  high  level. 

Whereas  towards  the  end  of  the  last  century  Measles,  with  its 
concomitant  broncho-pneumonia ,  carried  a  not  inconsiderable  fatality 
rate  among  young  children,  improvements  in  social  conditions  and 
advances,  in  jnedical  treatment  have  largely  robbed  the  disease  of  its 
former  terrors 0 

The  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District 
were  the  first  to  occur  in  the  Combined  District  since  19V7.  The 
patients  were  two  brothers  and  three  separate  laboratories  isolated 
Corynebacterium  Diphtheriae  of  the  gravis  strain  which  proved  virulent  <> 
In  view  of  this  finding  it  is  surprising  that  neither  of  the  boys  was 
seriously  ill  during  the  acute  phase  and  that  neither  of  them  showed 
typical  signs  of  diphtheria.  However  the  younger  child  later  devel¬ 
oped  an  extensive  paralysis,  -  not  an  uncommon  sequel  of  diphtheria  - 
necessitating  readmission  to  hospital.  Fortunately  recovery  was 
complete. 

Three  other  families  were  living  in  the  house,  the  latest  arrival 
having  been  a  married  couple  with  a  four-year  old  daughter  who  had 
come  from  Southern  Europe  about  a  month  before  the  first  boy  was  taken 
ill.  This  child  had  suffered  from  a  mild  tonsillitis  over  Easter,  so 
it  is  believed  that  she  may  have  been  the  original  source  of  infection. 
All  members  of  the  three  families,  together  with  many  other  contacts, 
were  swabbed  and  kept  under  surveillance,  but  bacteriological  reports 
were  negative.  Neither  of  the  patients,  nor  any  of  the  child  contacts, 
had  ever  been  immunised. 

It  was  perhaps  fortunate  that  these  cases  occurred  during  the 
school  holidays.  Arrangements  were  made  to  offer  immediate  protection 
by  way  of  booster  doses  to  all  children  attending  the  school  concerned 
who  had  previously  been  immunised,  and  to  deal  also  with  those  who  had 
never  been  protected.  Among  those  then  immunised  were  a  number  of 
children  whose  parents  had  previously  refused  consent.  Such  an 
attitude  must  be  deplored,  for  immunisation  cannot  provide  protection 
until  some  weeks  after  the  second  injection.  To  wait  until  cases 
occur  may  well  be  too  late. 

Food  Poisoning 

Only  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  formally  notified  during  the 
year  from  the  Combined  District,  the  patient  being  an  elderly  woman 
resident  in  Horsham.  Bacteriological  examination  revealed  the 
presence  of  Salmonella  typhi -murium,  and  infection  undoubtedly  occurred 
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during  the  course  of  a  'Round  Britain'  coach  tour,  probably  in  Wales. 
Enquiries  led  to  the  detection  of  a  second  case,  the  patient  being  a 
member  of  the  same  party  who  had  since  returned  to  her  work  at  an 
industrial  canteen  in  the  district.  Temporary  exclusion  from  food¬ 
handling  duties  was  necessary . 

The  number  of  cases  of  Salmonella  infection,  not  notified  as 
Food  Poisoning,  tended  to  decrease  during  the  year.  In  the  Horsham 
District  there  were  two  single  cases  of  Salmonella  typhi-murium,  while 
in  the  Horsham  R.Do,  two  small  family  outbreaks  occurred  due  to  the 
same  organism,  and  one  single  case  came  to  light o  The  extent  to  which 
use  is  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  varies  widely  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  but  certainly 
the  practitioners  in  the  Horsham  area  do  avail  themselves  of  these. 

In  view  of  this,  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Salmonella 
infection  detected  during  1961  is  encouraging. 


It  is  inevitable  that,  when  several  members  of  a  family  or  group 
develop  symptoms  of  gastro-enteritis  about  the  same  time,  Food  Poisoning 
should  be  suspected.  There  are  however  other  causes  of  such  a  condi¬ 
tion  and  the  following  incident  may  be  quoted  as  an  example. 

A  practitioner  reported  on  a  Tuesday  that  three  inter-related 
families  dwelling  in  three  separate  houses  had  suffered  from  vomiting 
during  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  previous  day.  On  the  Sunday 
all  had  motored  to  the  seaside  in  two  cars  and  had  shared  a  picnic 
luncheon  at  1  p.m.  Among  the  foods  eaten  were  cold  pork,  cold  chicken 
and  cold  sausages,  all  with  salad,  but  the  only  article  shared  by  all 
concerned,  including  the  children,  was  sausage.  This  had  been  cooked 
on  the  previous  day  for  45  minutes  at  200°F,  which  made  it  an  unlikely 
source  of  infection.  When  it  was  found  that  the  grandfather  had  been 
somewhat  "off-colour"  all  day  on  Sunday,  and  had  suffered  from  severe 
nausea  late  on  the  evening  of  that  day,  it  was  suspected  that  we  were 
in  fact  dealing  with  a  virus  infection.  This  view  was  supported  by 
the  fact  that  several  patients  had  complained  of  dizziness.  The  diag¬ 
nosis  was  confirmed  later  when  the  elder  daughter  of  the  first  family, 
who  had  been  away  from  home  over  the  weekend  but  had  rejoined  her  family 
early  on  the  Tuesday,  developed  identical  symptoms  late  on  the  Wednesday. 
Playing  with  her  on  the  Tuesday  morning  at  the  time  of  our  visit  we 
had  found  two  children  from  a  neighbouring  house.  They  also  had  severe 
sickness  on  the  Wednesday  evening.  Specimens  were  collected  from  all 
concerned,  but,  as  anticipated,  these  proved  negative  for  pathogenic 
organisms . 

This  condition  is  usually  referred  to  as  "Winter  Vomiting",  but 
may  in  fact  occur  at  any  time  of  the  year.  It  appears  to  have  been 
widespread  throughout  the  country  for  the  last  year  or  two. 
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The  attack  rate  in  families,  in  schools  and  in  institutions ,  is  high 
and  the  incubation  period  usually  30-^8  hours »  The  duration  of 
symptoms  is  short  and  recovery  rapid.  So  far  efforts  to  identify 
the  virus  have  been  unsuccessful . 

Undulant  Fever  (Brucellosis) 

In  view  of  the  frequency  with  which  brucella  abortus  is  found  in 
routine  samples  of  milk  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  it  is 
surprising  how  few  cases  of  human  infection  come  to  light o  Such  cases 
only  occur,  of  course,  when  milk  is  consumed  without  pasteurisation 0 

On  Saturday,  February  11th,  a  case  of  Undulant  Fever  was  reported, 
the  patient  being  a  man  of  33  years,  living  in  the  Urban  District,  who 
had  suffered  from  a  feverish  illness  for  several  weeks  before  a  blood 
examination  confirmed  the  diagnosis.  Immediate  investigation  confirmed 
that  the  patient  did  in  fact  consume  daily  large  quantities  of  raw  milk 
obtained  from  a  retailer  in  Horsham,  but  produced  at  a  farm  in  the 
adjoining  rural  district .  It  was  found  that  abortion  had  occurred  at 
the  farm  on  several  occasions  during  the  previous  month.  Unofficial 
action  was  taken  to  ensure  immediate  pasteurisation  of  all  milk  from 
the  farm  and  on  February  13th  I  served  a  notice  under  Section  20(2)  of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1939®  This  required  that 
until  further  notice  all  milk  supplied  from  the  farm  should  be  heat- 
treated  before  retail  sale.  In  May  the  owner  of  the  farm  decided  to 
discontinue  farm  bottling,  so  the  Order  was  then  withdrawn.  On  Monday, 
February  11th,  a  second  case  came  to  my  notice.  Here  the  patient  was 
a  cowman  working  on  a  farm  in  another  part  of  the  rural  district,  and 
enquiries  revealed  that  he  and  his  family,  together  with  other  farm 
workers,  were  provided  with  unpasteurised  milk  although  the  bulk  supplies 
were  sent  elsewhere  for  pasteurisation. 

These  two  incidents  give  further  confirmation  of  what  I  have  stated 
on  many  previous  occasions  -  namely,  that  the  consumption  of  untreated 
milk  must  carry  a  risk  of  illness.  Far  too  many  housewives  imagine 
that  because  they  pay  an  additional  charge  for  milk  which  shows  a  more 
evident  cream  line,  they  are  providing  their  families  with  a  high- 
quality  product.  The  fact  that  milk  comes  from  a  Tuberculin-tested 
herd  makes  it  extremely  improbable  that  tubercle  bacilli  may  be  present, 
but  there  remains  the  risk  of  other  diseases.  Apart  from  Undulant 
Fever  -  usually  met  with  as  a  single  case  -  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  and 
Paratyphoid  fevers  can  all  appear  in  epidemic  form  as  milk-borne  diseases. 
Protection  from  this  risk  can  only  be  ensured  by  pasteurisation. 

Accidental  Deaths 

Reference  to  the  tables  will  show  that  a  to  tail  of  six  persons 
living  in  the  area  of  the  Combine  died  during  1961  as  a  result  of 
accidents  on  the  road.  During  the  same  period  fourteen  persons  died 
from  other  accidental  causes,  mainly  in  and  around  the  home. 
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Accidents  in  the  home  usually  occur  singly;  »  many,  when  not 
fatal,  are  not  reported  in  the  way  that  road,  air,  rail  and  industrial 
accidents  are «,  It  is  probably  for  this  reason  that  so  few  people  are 
aware  of  the  extent  of  the  problem „  How  many  realise  that  each  year 
between  eight  and  nine  thousand  deaths  takes  place  in  England  and  Wales 
as  a  result  of  home  accidents,  -  a  figure  in  excess  of  all  other  acci¬ 
dental  causes  combined? 

Analysis  of  the  annual  figures  show  falls  to  be  the  commonest  cause 
of  death,  mainly  in  the  elderly o  Next  comes  poisoning  of  all  types, 
of  which  many  are  due  to  gas,  particularly  among  old  people  who  tend 
to  lose  the  sense  of  smell  in  advancing  years 0  Burns  and  scalds  afflict 

particularly  those  at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  while  suffocation  is 
found  mainly  among  infants o  "Other  causes"  include  drowning,  electric 
shock,  falling  objects,  firearms,  etc0 

The  matter  is  a  problem  of  national  urgency,  for  any  single  cause 
accounting  for  so  high  a  death  and  disablement  rate  is  a  blot  on  the 
nation's  health  and  well-beingo  Not  only  do  home  accidents  have  serious 
effects (e.g.  -  maiming,  disfigurement  and  psychological  upset),  but  they 
lead  to  a  serious  strain  on  the  hospital  services „  One  child  who  is 
badly  burned  may  spend  up  to  400  days  in  hospital  and  may  require  in 
the  early  stages  the  constant  attention  of  several  doctors  and  five  to 
six  nurses,  if  his  life  is  to  be  saved,,  The  annual  cost  of  hospital 
treatment  of  all  home  accidents  amounts  to  between  £3,000,000  and 

£4, 000, 000 o 


There  can  be  no  question  that  a  large  proportion  of  these  accidents 
are  preventable,  for  many  occur  as  a  result  of  carelessness  or  oversight o 
Only  by  continual  propaganda,  designed  to  inform  the  public  of  the 
extent  and  gravity  of  the  problem,  can  the  toll  be  lessened c  At  national 
level,  valuable  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Preven¬ 
tion  of  Accidents,  but  there  is  an  urgent  need  in  addition  for  local 
effort.  It  would  appear  the  time  has  come  when  a  Home  Safety  Committee 
should  be  set  up  to  deal  with  the  problem  in  the  Horsham  area0 

Section  47,  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  °  Compulsory  Removals 

It  was  again  necessary  on  two  occasions  during  the  year  to  take 
action  under  this  Section  in  respect  of  two  elderly  and  infirm  persons. 

In  February  I  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the 
Horsham  Urban  District  the  case  of  an  old  lady  of  86  years,  the  owner- 
occupier  of  a  bungalow  in  the  town,  who  was  living  in  conditions  of 
deplorable  squalor.  The  main  difficulty  in  this  case  was  that  the 
patient  refused  to  accept  help  or  even  to  register  with  a  doctor  under 
the  National  Health  Service 0  It  was  therefore  impossible  to  use  the 
National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1931 9  which  requires  a  second 
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medical  certificate  in  support  of  that  given  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health o  On  an  evening  in  May  the  Police  were  called  by  a  neigh¬ 
bour  and,  on  breaking  into  the  house,  they  found  the  old  woman  lying 
on  the  floor.  The  Welfare  Officer  was  summoned  and,  having  failed 
to  obtain  medical  aid,  he  rang  me  but  by  the  time  I  reached  the  house 
a  doctor  living  nearby  had  been  called .  We  found  the  patient  to  be 
suffering  from  extreme  malnutrition  and  both  the  doctor  and  I  felt 
that  immediate  removal  to  a  Home  was  essential.  It  was  still  impos¬ 
sible  to  persuade  the  old  lady  to  agree  to  removal,  but,  with  the  help 
of  a  supporting  certificate  given  by  my  medical  colleague,  I  was  able 
to  make  application  to  a  magistrate  on  the  following  day  for  an  Order 
under  Section  4?o  This  was  granted  for  a  period  of  three  weeks  and 
provided  for  removal  to  the  County  Council's  Home  at  North  View,  East 
Preston o  There  the  old  lady  settled  down  happily 0 

In  August  I  was  informed  by  the  Manager  of  the  Local  Office  of 
the  National  Assistance  Board  that  an  old  lady  of  91  years,  resident 
in  the  Rural  District,  was  believed  to  be  living  in  insanitary  condi¬ 
tions.  Several  visits  were  paid  by  the  District  Public  Health  Inspector 
but  he  could  obtain  no  reply .  Enquiries  from  the  owners  of  the  property 
revealed  that  the  old  lady  had  been  one  of  their  tenants  for  many  years 
and  it  was  known  that  she  had  been  living  on  a  fixed  income,  but  that 
her  conditions  of  life  had  steadily  deteriorated.  Parcels  of  food  sent 
by  the  owners  and  by  neighbours  had  been  returned  unopened.  Although 
registered  with  a  doctor,  she  had  refused  to  see  him  except  on  one 
occasion  when  he  had  been  summoned  by  neighbours  on  account  of  a  fainting 
attack.  She  refused  examination.  On  the  only  other  occasion  when  the 
doctor  gained  access,  she  would  not  consent  to  examination.  A  number 
of  visits  were  paid  by  a  Health  Visitor  who  specialises  in  geriatric 
problems,  when  every  effort  was  made  to  establish  good  relations  with 
the  patient.  In  the  middle  of  November  I  was  informed  by  the  doctor 
that  there  had  been  a  marked  deterioration  in  his  patient's  condition 
and  that  he  felt  that  compulsory  removal  would  be  the  only  course.  I 
visited  and  found  the  old  woman,  then  in  bed,  to  be  living  in  conditions 
of  the  utmost  squalor.  The  ground  floor  rooms  were  cluttered  with  old 
furniture  and  clothing  and  heavily  covered  with  dust  and  cobwebs.  No 
fire  was  alight  and  the  only  means  of  cooking  in  use  was  by  an  oilstove. 
The  patient  lay  fully  dressed  on  a  bed  upstairs,  upon  an  old  burst 
mattress,  covered  with  a  couple  of  dirty  blankets.  No  sheets  were  on 
the  bed.  Close  to  the  bed  was  a  table  on  which  were  many  burnt-out 

candles.  The  small  landing  at  the  top  of  the  staircase  was  filled 

with  furniture,  bedding,  clothes,  and  other  inflammable  articles  and 
on  the  banister  rail,  only  two  or  three  feet  away,  were  the  stumps  of 
twenty  to  thirty  candles  which  had  been  allowed  to  burn  away.  The 
cottage  is  the  end  one  of  a  block  cf  three  and  there  must  have  been 
for  a  long  time  a  grave  danger  of  fire.  It  was  difficult  to  talk  to 
the  patient  owing  to  her  marked  deafness,  but  she  again  refused  to 
consider  admission  to  an  Old  People’s  Home,  maintaining  the  attitude 
which  she  had  always  adopted  when  help  had  been  offered  by  the  District 
Welfare  Officer. 
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Application  was  made  to  a  magistrate  later  in  the  week  and  the 
patient  was  then  taken  by  ambulance  to  North  Viewo  Her  condition 
improved  markedly  and  she  became  quite  happy  in  her  new  surroundings 
until  her  death  early  this  year„ 


The  problem  of  the  aged  becomes  steadily  more  serious ®  So  many 

of  the  elderly  have  nothing  to  look  forward  to  but  a  lonely  and  impover¬ 
ished  existence  and  this  association  of  loneliness  and  poverty  must 
inevitably  result  in  mental  and  physical  deterioration 0  The  first 

essentials  are  early  ascertainment,  -  which  was  obviously  lacking  in 
the  two  instances  referred  to  above,  -  and  the  provision  of  urgent 
assistance  as  soon  as  such  cases  come  to  light ® 

The  trend  to  place  more  work  on  the  shoulders  of  local  authorities 
continues  and  of  late  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
considered  by  geriatricians  not  to  be  in  need  of  hospital  treatment , 

Yet,  however  good  the  domiciliary  services  may  be,  there  must  be  a  limit 
to  the  extent  to  which  they  can  meet  the  needs  of  the  elderly®  Obviously 
it  is  impossible  to  provide  a  Home  Help  to  look  after  one  old  person  al 1 
the  time®  One  point  on  which  all  concerned  can  agree  is  that  old  people 
require  some  form  of  special  accommodation® 

In  his  Annual  Report  for  1961  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  West 
Sussex  stresses  the  importance  of  such  accommodation  and  refers  to  "the 
constructive  suggestions  made  by  the  geriatrician  for  the  Chichester 
area  regarding  closer  integration  of  the  work  of  the  various  authorities 
concerned  with  the  welfare  of  old  people,  including  the  possible  develop¬ 
ment  of  aged  communities  by  the  building  of  flats  for  old  people  as  an 
integral  part  of  local  authority  residential  accommodation,, "  That  the 
importance  of  such  provision  is  appreciated  by  the  three  District  Councils 
in  this  area  is  shown  by  the  action  already  taken  and  by  the  further 
provision  now  contemplated® 

In  1956  the  Horsham  Urban  District  Council  provided  at  i/Vinterton 
Court  some  twenty-four  dwellings  with  a  common-room  centrally  placed 
and  a  Warden's  flat  above®  More  recently,  in  another  part  of  the  town, 
two  bungalows  and  six  flats  have  been  provided  with  a  Warden  and  a  "bell- 
service".  In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  the  Council  has  built  "Townland" 
in  the  village  of  Billingshurst  and  this  was  opened  in  November,  1961® 

Here  there  are  four  double  rooms  and  twenty-four  single,  each  designed 
as  self-contained  "bed-sitters".  One  single  room  serves  as  a  guest 
room  and  a  two-bedroomed  flat  is  provided  for  the  Warden  and  her  family, 
while  a  common-room  is  also  available.  Similar  provision  is  contem¬ 
plated  in  the  Southwater  area,  where  consideration  is  now  being  given 
to  the  needs  of  the  south-eastern  corner  of  the  district®  In  Petworth 
the  Rural  District  Council  first  made  special  provision  in  194? ,  when 
six  single-bedroom  flats  were  erected®  Further  accommodation  has  been 
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made  available  in  various  parishes  since  then,  so  that  now  there  are 
in  all  53  single-bedroom  flatlets  and  bungalows,  of  which  44  offer 
ground- floor  accommodation 0  It  is  now  proposed  to  build  a  further 

block  in  Petworth  containing  8  bed-sitting  rooms  and  4  one-bedroom 
flatlets  with  Warden’s  accommodation,  common-room  and  central  heatingo 
The  Council  has  also  given  discretionary  improvement  grants  to 
"Somerset  Hospital"  in  Petworth  -  an  old  block  of  Almshouses  in  use 
since  the  seventeenth  century o  This  action  has  made  possible  the 
modernisation  of  17  units o 


In  this  connection  mention  should  be  made  of  the  excellent  work 
carried  out  by  the  Horsham  and  District  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  <> 
An  appeal  for  visitors  having  met  with  an  excellent  response,  it  is  now 
possible  to  arrange  regular  visits  to  all  old  folk  in  need  of  such  help0 
In  March,  1951 »  the  Committee  opened  the  David  Bryce  Club  in  Denne  Road, 
an  ambitious  venture  in  which  help  was  afforded  from  many  sources 0  The 
premises,  formerly  an  old  Army  Hut,  required  much  alteration  and  were 
decorated  in  an  attractive  scheme  of  cheerful  colours  by  volunteers, 
and  provided  a  "quiet  room",  a  room  for  television  and  radio,  a  games 
room,  library,  and  facilities  for  refreshment o  The  Club  is  open  each 
weekday  from  9  a0mo  to  7  p°m0  In  addition,  on  certain  days  voluntary 
transport  is  provided  to  take  to  the  Centre  other  old  people  who  are 
normally  house-bound „

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector ,  Mr.  GoEo  Maton. 


The  investigation,  in  conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Research 
Laboratory,  Weybridge,  into  the  incidence  of  Corynebacterium  equi  in 
pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Horsham  Bacon  Factory  was  completed  during 
the  year0  The  results  obtained  confirmed  the  belief  of  the  Health 
Inspectors  that  a  large  number  of  tuberculous  like  lesions  in  porcine 
submaxillary  lymph  nodes  were  due  to  infection  by  Corynebacterium  equio 
In  73%  of  specimens  submitted  the  causative  organism  was  Co equi  and  it 
was  of  interest  to  find  that  all  cases  of  Mo tuberculosis  were  of  avian 
type.  The  information  obtained  will  undoubtedly  be  of  interest  to 
other  Health  Inspectors  and  Mr o  Ho  Mousdell  has  prepared  a  paper  on 
this  subject  for  printing  in  the  journal  of  the  Association  of  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  agreed  to  assist  in  the  "Survey  of 
Poliovirus  in  normal  children"  organised  by  the  Medical  Research  Council. 
As  instructed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  310  visits  have  been 
made  in  connection  with  this  survey 0 

The  period  under  review  covered  the  first  year  of  the  Noise  Abatement 
Act,  I96O0  In  general  the  noise  level  of  Horsham  has  always  been  low, 
but  the  practice  of  mixing  factories  with  residential  areas  gave  rise  to 
some  complaints  and  these  may  be  expected  to  continue.  During  summer 
weather  factory  doors  are  fully  open  for  ventilation  and  at  the  time  when 
most  people  hope  to  enjoy  the  peace  of  their  gardens  even  light  industry 
may  give  rise  to  occasional  complaints .  Evening  and  Sunday  working  of 
factories  are  particularly  annoying  to  the  surrounding  residents. 

A  fact  not  appreciated  by  the  average  complainant  is  that  the  Act 
contains  the  usual  "best  practical  means"  defence  and  that  some  industries 
such  as  sheet  metal  working  or  panel  beating  can  never  be  noiseless. 

The  number  of  complaints  (excluding  complaints  of  rats  and  mice) 
received  and  investigated  was  318°  Of  these  24  dealt  with  wasps  nests 
which  were  destroyed  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 

Further  comments  and  details  of  the  work  of  the  Department  are  given 
under  the  appropriate  heading. 

I  would  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  given  to  me  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  other  members  of  the  Department  staff.

All  animals  killed  at  the  two  private  slaughterhouses  and  one 
bacon  factory  were  inspected  by  the  Health  Inspectors  who  spent 
1,075  hours  on  this  duty0  All  meat  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  used 
by  local  butchers,  but  the  majority  of  output  from  the  bacon  factory 
is  sold  outside  the  district *  Ante  and  post  mortem  inspections  are 
carried  out  to  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Foodo 


The  total  of  animals  killed  at  19,9^1  showed  an  increase  over 
i960  of  876.

Condemned  carcases  and  offal  are  released  to  a  contractor  for 
processing  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization) 
Regulations,  i960. 

One  unusual  occurrence  among  the  total  condemnations  was  a  ewe 
affected  with  generalised  tuberculosis *  The  infection  was  of  some 
age  with  calcified  lesions  predominating*  In  the  offal,  lesions  were 
found  in  the  following  lymph  nodes  -  bronchial,  mediastinal,  hepatic, 
mesenteric  and  retropharyngeal  and  in  the  substance  of  the  lungs, 
liver  and  spleen*  There  was  widespread  infection  of  the  carcase 
lymph  nodes  -  cervicals,  presternals,  left  prescapular,  renal,  lumbar, 
iliacs,  precrurals  and  right  supramammary  and  tubercular  caries  of 
four  spinal  processes*  Specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Central 
Veterinary  Laboratory,  Weybridge,  who  isolated  the  bovine  strain  of 
Mo  Tuberculosis*  Efforts  were  made  to  trace  the  history  of  this  ewe 
but  it  was  not  possible  to  ascertain  the  farm  of  birth*  It  is  most 

probable  however  that  this  was  one  of  the  extremely  rare  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  sheep  due  to  bottle  feeding  when  young  with  milk  from 
a  tuberculous  cow* 


Frequent  checks  were  made  to  see  that  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act,  1958,  was  being  observed  and  sixteen  licences  were  issued  to 
slaughtermen*  Close  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food

The  Council  own  the  only  public  swimming  pool,  an  open-air 
one  situated  in  Horsham  Park. 


Water  for  this  pool  is  obtained  from  the  public  supply  of  the 
North  West  Sussex  Water  Board.  Continuous  filtration  is  employed 
with  a  capacity  to  filter  all  the  water  in  six  hours  and  chlorination 
is  by  the  break  point  system. 

Regular  weekly  bacteriological  and  monthly  chemical  samples  of 
water  from  the  pool  were  taken  during  the  season  making  a  total  of 
^2  samples.  Of  these,  29  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  3  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 
Satisfactory  reports  were  received  on  all  samples.

PART  4.  SEWERAGE. 


The  district  is  served  by  a  separate  system  of  soil  and  surface 
water  sewers  throughout  most  of  the  area,  but  a  few  of  the  older  parts 
have  a  combined  system.  It  is  hoped  that  work  on  the  new  ring  main 
soil  sewer  will  commence  during  1962. 

Treatment  of  soil  sewerage  is  carried  out  at  the  Council's  Sewage 
Works,  Blackbridge  Lane  and  the  effluent  subsequently  discharged  into 
the  River  Arun.  A  typical  chemical  analysis  of  this  effluent  is

One  important  development  in  the  department  was  the  appointment 
of  an  additional  inspector  in  November,  and  although  little  difference 
with  last  year's  figures  will  be  apparent  in  this  report,  it  is 
expected  that  the  report  for  the  current  year  will  show  a  great 
increase  in  food  hygiene  work  in  particular,  and  also  give  details 

of  the  first  housing  survey  to  be  carried  out  in  any  part  of  the  rural 
district  since  1946 „ 

Slum  clearance  action  and  some  work  in  connection  with  improve¬ 
ment  grants  has  proceeded  at  a  steady  rate,  but  it  is  felt  that  better 
progress  in  these  directions  is  warranted  if  there  is  to  be  an  end  to 
our  housing  problems  in  the  foreseeable  future „  Other  duties, 

including  meat  inspection,  sewer  connection  works,  caravan  sites 
inspections,  Petroleum  Act  duties  and  attendance  to  public  health 
complaints,  have  left  little  time  for  routine  inspections  of  houses 
and  shops,  but,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Partridge 
Green  housing  survey  has  been  completed  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Public  Health  Committee  will  have  plenty  to  bite  at  during  the  next 

few  years,  as  this  housing  survey  work  proceeds  throughout  the 
district o 

Appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  work  carried  out  by  Mr0  Dunstan, 
the  Additional  Inspector,  both  inside  and  outside  normal  office  hours, 

and  also  by  the  department's  most  able  and  conscientious  clerk.  Miss

The  first  group  of  houses  to  be  dealt  with  under  Clearance  Area 
procedure  since  the  war  was  effected  at  Caffyns  Row,  Billingshurst , 
and  this  was  made  to  coincide  with  the  opening  of  the  Council's  first 
block  of  flats  for  old  people  at  Townland,  Billingshurst „  Elderly 
people  are  never  eager  to  make  any  move  whatever  from  homes  they  have 
lived  in  for  up  to  forty  years,  even  though  their  houses  may  be  damp, 
dark  and  lacking  in  modern  amenities 0  However,  after  settling  down 
in  a  modern  bungalow  or  flat  and  enjoying  the  benefits  of  indoor 
sanitation,  hot  water,  etcQ,  the  move  is  very  rarely  regretted,  and 
the  rather  cool  reception  given  to  the  public  health  inspector  when 
carrying  out  his  inspection  of  the  unfit  house  is  replaced  by  a  much 
more  benevolent  attitude  when  chance  meetings  in  the  village  take 
place  after  re-housingc 

Reports  were  made  to  the  Council  upon  the  condition  of  20  unfit 
houses o  After  service  of  formal  notices  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  16,  2  Closing  Orders  were  made  and  18  undertakings  not  to  use 
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Housing  Act,  1937  (Continued) 

for  human  habitation  were  accepted „  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
owners  of  all  the  properties  involved  did  not  make  any  objection  or 
appeal  against  any  formal  action  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and 
this  is  thought  to  be  due  in  some  measure  to  the  department's  policy 
of  contacting  owners  and  explaining  the  whole  procedure  as  a  prelim¬ 
inary  step  before  reporting  formally  to  the  Council » 


The  number  of  "Discretionary"  improvement  grants  approved  dropped 
from  55  in  last  year  to  28  and  this  was  due  to  the  scheme  being 
suspended  by  the  Council  from  August  to  the  end  of  the  year,  when  the 
'belt-tightening"  policy  was  in  operation  There  was,  however,  a  very 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  "Standard"  grants  approved,  but  the 
picture  so  far  as  housing  improvement  is  concerned  is  not  satisfactory <> 
This  view  was  supported  recently  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  who  suggested  that  if  owners  did  not  respond  more  readily 
in  this  respect,  then  the  government  might  consider  whether  or  not  a 
scheme  for  compulsory  improvement  might  be  introduced  <> 

The  best  way  of  arresting  the  decay  of  any  house  is  to  provide 
it  with  modern  amenities,  and  although  detailed  figures  are  not  yet 
available,  it  is  believed  that  unless  improvements  are  effected,  many 
hundreds  of  houses  in  the  rural  district  will  sink  within  the  next  ten 
years  or  so  into  the  "unfit"  category  when  demolition,  with  its 
attendant  re-housing  difficulties,  may  be  the  only  answer 0  Of  the 

457  improvement  grants  made  up  to  the  end  of  1961,  only  157  have  been 
to  owner/occupiers,  while  500  have  been  made  in  respect  of  tenanted 
properties o

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Mains  water  in  the  rural  district  is  supplied  by  the  North  West 
Sussex  Water  Board,  the  sources  of  supply  being  from  boreholes  and 
the  River  Rother  intake  which  lie  outside  the  district  boundaries « 
Samples  of  this  mains  water  are  taken  at  regular  monthly  intervals 
at  points  where  the  various  mains  enter  the  district  on  the  southern 
boundary o  All  forty^one  samples  taken  during  the  past  year  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  a 
report  upon  a  chemical  analysis  contained  the  following  remarks 

"This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
almost  neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals  apart  from  a  trace 
of  zinc  which  doubtless  derives  from  galvanised  iron®  The  water 
has  very  moderate  hardness  and  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral 
constituents o  It  is  free  from  noticeable  colour  and  of  very  satis¬ 
factory  organic  quality o 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis,  these  results  are 
indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes®"

Drainage 

The  provision  of  main  drainage  in  certain  village  centres 
progressed  at  a  steady  rate  and  a  total  of  108  existing  houses  were 
connected  to  new  public  sewers  during  the  year.  17  E.C. 's  were 
converted  to  WoC.*s  in  this  periodo 

Since  the  wax,  the  villages  of  Rusper,  Slinfold,  Rudgwick, 
Southwater,  and  areas  at  Pond tail  Road  and  Farthings  Hill,  Broadbridge 
Heath,  have  been  sewered,  and  obsolete  sewage  works  at  Broadbridge 
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Drainage  (Conto) 

Heath ,  Cowfold  and  Partridge  Green  have  been  reconstructed .  Sewer¬ 
age  works  are  in  hand  at  Christ's  Hospital  and  the  Littleworth  and 
Jolesfield  areas,  but  the  amount  of  work  still  outstanding  in  this 
respect  is  formidable <> 

Although  an  outline  scheme  for  main  drainage  at  Mannings  Heath 
was  approved  some  years  ago,  the  village  (apart  from  a  newly 
developed  area)  still  lacks  a  public  sewer,  and  approximately  30% 
of  the  older  houses  in  the  village  must  still  tolerate  EoCo'So 
Work  of  providing  Dial  Post  and  Barns  Green  with  main  drainage  is 
expected  to  commence  in  the  not  too  distant  future  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  large  files  containing  records  of  complaints  of  ditch 
nuisances  from  these  areas  may  soon  be  closed o  Unfortunately, 
other  files  on  this  subject  are  growing  rapidly,  and  other  areas 
which  merit  urgent  consideration  for  the  provision  of  main  drainage 
include  Kerves  Lane,  Coolham,  Lambs  Green  and  Dragons  Green. 

As  the  demand  for  water=borne  sanitation  and  modern  amenities 
increases,  then  the  demand  will  increase  to  provide  main  drainage ; 
this  is  inevitable.  The  Council's  Public  Health  Committee 
appreciate  this  and  their  policy  in  this  respect  is  progressive, 
even  though  it  may  appear  otherwise  to  the  unfortunate  individual 
at  Mannings  Heath  or  Dial  Post  or  Barns  Green  who  may  have  to  trudge 
down  to  the  bottom  of  the  garden  on  a  cold  winter’s  night  °»o.  or 
who  may  be  denied  a  summer  afternoon  in  the  garden  because  of  an 
unpleasant  ditch. 

Sewage  disposal  in  the  district  is  generally  most  satisfactory, 
but  this  comment  does  not  strictly  apply  to  the  disposal  of  cesspool 
sewage .  The  disposal  of  this  sewage  is  in  the  main  concentrated  at 
two  tipping  grounds  at  Reeds  Lane,  Southwater,  and  at  Dragons  ureen, 
and  the  method  employed  is  simply  to  pump  sewage  from  the  vehicle 
tank  into  a  system  of  shallow  ditches  cut  into  the  sur face  of  the 
ground .  A  view  has  often  been  expressed  that  if  an  offence  is 

coomitted  (Sec.  50)  "if  the  contents  of  a  cesspool  soak  therefrom 
or  overflow",  it  would  appear  to  be  illogical  to  dispose  of  this 
same  cesspool  sewage  in  the  manner  described  above 0 

Filthy  and  Verminous  Premises 

The  great  majority  of  the  specimens  of  insects  brought  into  the 
health  department  for  identification  prove  to  be  creatures  other 
than  human  parasites,  but  on  one  occasion  a  serious  infestation  by 
Cimex  lectularius  (bed  bugs)  was  discovered.  This  serves  to  remind 
one  that  these  dreadful  night  marauders  do  exist,  even  in  rural  Sussex, 
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Filthy  and  Verminous  Premises  (Conto) 

and  an  infestation  can  easily  spread  in  the  absence  of  decent  clean¬ 
liness  and  personal  hygiene  in  the  home®  It  is  expected  that  housing 
surveys  to  be  undertaken  in  the  future  years  will  reveal  the  presence 
of  and  such  infestation,  which  will  be  dealt  with  promptly o  The 
Council's  rodent  operator  also  deals  with  complaints  concerning  serious 
infestations  of  flies  and  ants  about  domestic  properties,  but  it  is  not 
possible  to  cope  with  wasps”  or  bees'  nests,  although  advice  is  given 

readily o

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  control  of  water  supply  and  distribution  was  administered 
technically  by  the  Department  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  year 
under  review.  There  was  no  change  in  the  water  sources  used  and  no 
additional  mains  were  laid  during  the  period 0 

Twenty  new  connections  were  made  to  the  mains  during  the  quarter. 
The  total  number  of  properties  supplied  at  the  end  of  1961  was  3,343, 
which  represented  about  98%  of  the  properties  in  the  District „ 

The  few  private  supplies  which  still  exist  were  sampled  during 
the  year  and  action  taken  where  necessary. 

Samples  were  taken  from  the  sources  of  water  supply  during  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year  and  throughout  the  year  from  distribu¬ 
tion  mains  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  submitted  for  B.  coli 
examination.  The  samples  taken  from  the  mains  were  arranged  so  that 
water  coming  into  the  district  from  Lodsworth  (Midhurst  R.D.)  and  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  from  Hardham  (N.W.  Sussex  Water  Board)  was 
tested  in  addition  to  the  supplies  from  the  Petworth  source  (Hasling- 
bourne). 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  Chichester  R.D.C.  found  B.  coli 
present  in  water  supplied  from  the  Petworth  source  to  properties  in 
their  District.  A  joint  inspection  and  further  testing  by  both 
Councils*  Inspectors  proved  the  source  of  contamination  was  only  tem¬ 
porary  (believed  to  be  surface  water  gaining  access  to  the  Duncton  Hill 
reservoir).  B.  coli  was  also  found  present  in  the  mains  at  Loxwood 
(Hardham  supply)  but  this  also  disappeared  after  two  weeks  and  was 
believed  to  be  due  to  the  use  of  unsterilised  mains  or  fittings.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  Fittleworth  sewerage  completed  last  year  continued  to  work 
without  any  trouble  and  the  Contractors  cleared  up  all  outstanding 
maintenance  items  during  the  year.  Drainage  connections  to  the  new 
sewer  were  continued  until  July  when  132  properties  had  been  con¬ 
nected  out  of  a  total  possible  169. 

The  West  Sussex  River  Board  reported  upon  a  sample  of  effluent 
from  the  Fittleworth  works  in  November,  "A  most  satisfactory  effluent" . 

Northchapel,  Wisborough  Green  and  Petworth  South  sewage  works 
continued  to  work  satisfactorily  and  gave  good  effluents  generally . 

There  was  a  slight  fall  in  effluent  quality  during  the  summer  for  a 
few  weeks  while  renewals  were  carried  out  to  one  of  the  filter  dis¬ 
tributors  at  Wisborough  Green.  A  new  compressed  air  cylinder  was  also 
installed  at  Moonsbrook  ejector  station,  Wisborough  Green,  at  the 
request  of  the  Insurance  Inspector  who  reported  deterioration  inside 
the  existing  cylinder* 

The  walls  of  the  filter  beds  at  Petworth  North  sewage  works  were 
in  a  poor  state  of  repair  and  almost  in  a  state  of  collapse,  and  the 
Council  decided  to  have  them  rebuilt  in  engineering  brick  instead  of 
the  stock  brick  used  by  the  War  Department,  who  originally  built  the 
filters  during  the  last  war. 

This  work  (by  contract)  was  almost  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  These  works  continue  to  give  a  good  effluent  and  are,  in  fact, 
under  used  since  the  reduction  of  the  Polish  housing  estate.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  consideration  was  being  given  to  utilising  some  of  the 
excess  capacity  of  these  works  for  dealing  with  cesspool  contents 
brought  in  by  the  cesspool  emptying  machine,  particularly  if  the  Council 
decides  to  go  over  to  direct  labour  for  this  service  instead  of  doing 
it  by  contract  as  at  present.  The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is  a 
growing  problem  as  very  few  farmers  will  now  accept  it  on  their  land 
and  even  then  there  is  often  great  difficulty  in  running  a  vehicle 
over  soft  ground  with  a  heavy  load. 

The  Council  also  gave  consideration  during  the  year  to  a  nuisance 
caused  by  sewage  effluent  from  a  cesspool  dealing  with  drainage  from 
a  number  of  Council  cottages  at  Heath  End,  Petworth.  Since  the  cot¬ 
tages  were  built  the  effluent  has  been  soaking  away  via  subsoil  drains 
but  these  became  silted  up. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  secondary  settling  tank  and  new 
soakaway  drains  of  perforated  pitch  fibre. 

During  a  long  dry  spell  of  weather  in  June  and  July  inspections 
were  made  of  a  number  of  ditches  and  streams  in  the  district  known  to 
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be  taking  a  number  of  drainage  overflows  and  discharges <>  The  result 
was  reported  to  the  Council  at  the  July  meeting  and,  as  a  result,  many 
cesspools  are  now  emptied  more  frequently.  In  one  case,  which  was  a 
cesspool  in  an  adjoining  district  discharging  into  this  district,  more 
frequent  emptying  was  arranged  and  at  a  later  date  discussions  were 
held  regarding  a  joint  sewerage  scheme  between  parts  of  the  two  rural 

districts  concernedo 

A  particularly  difficult  nuisance  from  drainage  occurred  at  West- 
burton  where  the  stream  was  polluted  by  soakage  from  a  silage  pito 
This  was  practically  eliminated  after  about  three  weeks  but  the  Council 
gave  long  and  serious  consideration  to  a  number  of  temporary  schemes  to 
overcome  the  intermittent  nuisance  occurring  in  the  Bignor-Westburton 
area  from  farm  drainage „  It  was  finally  decided  to  press  on  with  the 

village  sewerage  scheme  at  Bignor  and  serve  notice  on  the  farmer  concerned 
regarding  trade  effluents  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

I960. 

At  Northchapel  sewage  works  it  was  decided  to  replace  the  polythene 
sheet  covering  on  the  sludge  drying  beds  with  corrugated  steel  sheets*. 

This  will  be  done  during  1962 » 


Cesspools 

This  service  has  again  increased  though  there  has  been  a  reduced 
number  of  emptyings  in  Fittleworth  since  the  drainage  scheme  came  into 
operation.  The  increase  for  many  years  has  been  at  the  average  rate 
of  about  forty  loads  per  month.  This  rate  has  slowed  down  a  little  but 
there  will  be  no  drastic  change  until  the  Loxwood  and  Ifold  drainage 
scheme  is  operating  as  about  one-third  of  the  emptyings  occur  in  that 

area  of  the  district <,

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  refuse  collection  service  in  general  remains  unaltered.  A 
few  of  the  more  remote  farms  and  cottages  were  visited  on  request, 
where  the  access  was  possible  and  where  permission  was  given  to  use 

the  private  road*. 

Two  vehicles  are  used  for  refuse  collection,  both  of  Shelvoke 
&  Drewry  make;  one  is  powered  by  a  diesel  engine  and  one  by  a  petrol 
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engine o  The  latter  is  now  over  ten  years  old  and  the  Council  has 

decided  to  replace  it  during  1962  with  another  vehicle  with  diesel 
engine o  The  fuel  consumption  of  the  two  types  of  vehicle  is  given 
below  and  on  the  following  page® 

Since  the  five-day  week  operated  from  October  the  two  vehicles 
are  practically  fully  employed  -  one  of  the  vehicles  is  available  on 
Mondays  for  special  collections  if  requiredo 

The  maintenance  mechanic  employed  by  the  Council  for  these  vehicles 
as  well  as  service  vans  and  pumps  was  transferred  to  the  N0W0  Sussex 
Water  Board  on  the  1st  April  since  when  the  refuse  vehicles  have  been 
serviced  by  a  local  garage  at  quarterly  intervals « 

•  At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Council  it  was  decided  to  supply 
protective  clothing  to  the  dustmen  (as  well  as  other  workmen  working 
out  of  doors)  but  it  was  not  possible  to  consider  further  the  question 
of  drying  facilities  for  wet  clothes  as  the  garage  at  the  Waterworks 
depot  was  still  in  useQ 

The  refuse  tip  at  Shopham  Bridge,  started  in  March  I960,  is  filling 
rapidly  and  by  the  end  of  1961  the  first  layer  had  been  tipped  and  con¬ 
solidated.  The  second  layer  may  be  completed  early  in  1963  and  consider¬ 
ation  has  been  given  to  a  new  site.  The  present  tip  will  therefore  be 
filled  in  about  three  years  overall,  whereas  it  was  estimated  to  last 
about  five  yearso  More  bulky  refuse  of  rubbish  will  increase  rapidly  in 
the  years  ahead  and  it  would  seem  reasonable  to  make  a  charge  to  car 
owners  and  garages  for  accepting  old  cars  for  disposal,  but  if  this  were 
done,  even  at  a  nominal  charge,  it  might  cause  indiscriminate  dumping 
on  roadsides  and  commons  from  which  the  Highway  authority  or  Sanitary 
authority  would  have  to  transport  them  to  the  refuse  tip  at  a  fairly 
high  costo

Treatments  at  domestic  premises  are  carried  out  free  of  charge,

Warfarin  rat  poison,  an  anticoagulant,  mixed  with  various  cereal 
bases,  is  used  exclusively  at  domestic  properties.  The  refuse  tip 
and  sewage  works  however  are  treated  with  zinc  phosphide  in  a  cereal 
base,  which  is  an  acute  poison,  and  excellent  kills  have  been  obtained. 
Gassing  of  the  banks  at  the  refuse  tip  with  cyanide,  quickly  reduced 
the  number  of  rats  harbouring  there. 

Test  baiting  of  sewers  at  Petworth,  Fittleworth,  Northchapel 
and  Wisborough  Green  was  carried  out  in  November  with  takes  being 
registered  at  Shimmings  Hill  and  at  Fittleworth?  subsequent  poison¬ 
ing  and  rebaiting  showed  infestations  clear.

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APPENDIX 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


A.  By  Local  Health  Authority 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  Services  provided,  in  the 
Area  of  the  Combine,  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority. 

(a)  Nursing:  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  employs  District 
Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses.  In  the 
villages  it  is  usual  for  the  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  and 
School  Nurse  to  be  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse.  In  Horsham 
the  Health  Visitors  act  as  School  Nurses,  but  District  Nurses  and 
Midwives  operate  separately. 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare:  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are 
held  as  follows :- 

1#  Horsham  -  at  Health  Centre  in  Hurst  Road.  Sessions  are  held 

twice  weekly,  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  at  2.30  p.m.,  a  doctor 
being  in  attendance  on  the  latter. 

2.  Horsham  -  Leechpool  Lane.  Weekly  sessions  are  held  on 
Wednesdays,  with  a  doctor  in  attendance. 

Both  these  clinics  are  available  to  residents  from  the 
adjoining  parishes,  as  well  as  to  those  living  in  the  town. 

3.  Billingshurst .  The  Centre  is  situated  at  the  Women's  Hall, 
with  sessions  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  in  each  month 
from  2.30  p.m.  A  doctor  attends  on  the  first  Tuesday. 

4.  Petworth  -  High  Street  Clinic.  Fortnightly  sessions  are  held 
on  Fridays  from  2o30  p.m0,  a  doctor  being  in  attendance. 

3.  Loxwood.  Monthly  sessions  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 

the  month  from  2.30  p.m.  in  the  Village  Hall,  with  a  doctor  in 

attendance. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  "Weighing  Centres"  are  held  at  Barns 
Green,  Broadbridge  Heath,  Colgate,  Partridge  Green,  Rudgwick,  Cowfold,

A  Dental  Surgeon  operates  from  the  Health  Centre,  where 
regular  sessions  are  held  for  the  treatment  of  children  with 
defective  teeth.  Orthoptic  Clinics  are  held  in  Horsham  Hospital. 

Immunisation  sessions  are  held  at  the  Health  Centre,  but  in 
addition  visits  are  made  to  various  schools,  when  the  numbers  to 
be  dealt  with  are  sufficient  to  justify  this. 

At  the  Leechpool  Lane  Clinic,  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  are  held 
for  School  children  for  cases  that  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  School 
Nurses,  and  Immunisation  sessions  are  held. 

Horsham  Rural  District 

The  above  facilities  are  available  to  children  from  the 
adjoining  parishes  of  the  rural  district. 

Petworth  Rural  District

necessary o  During  1961,  2,047  patients  were  transported  by  the 
Horsham  ambulances  the  mileage  covered  being  47, 7680  Three  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  accident  and  emergency  calls  were  answered 0  Calls 
for  an  ambulance  are  made  by  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance, 
hospitals,  or  through  the  police  or  members  of  the  public  in  cases

Since  January,  1959s  a  system  of  radio-control  has  been  in 
operation  throughout  the  county,  and  the  Area  Transport  Officer,  apart
